pressed with great earnestness the 
doctrine of the Lord's return, and yet 
consistently continued In his lawful 
calling. In order to not be chargeable 
unto them 
he labored with great 


earriestness night and day. 


4. Those who will not work should 


noi eat (v. 10). 
This Is the right 


principle upon which to base all works 
of charity. It is the efficient cure for 
pauperism. The right economic order 
has as its foundation principle: Work 
in order to eat. 
This should apply 


to all classes, rich and poor. 


5. Busybodies exhorted (vv. 11, 12). 


Idle men and women always become 
busybodies. Paul's exhortation is that 
they with quietness work and eat their 
own bread.
